completeness. It is the antithesis of all 
modern theories, of all schoolsof thought. 
It is the climax of all mental progress, the 
ultimate and absolute truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys- 
teries, the uncovering of the occult; the 
true explanation of all phenomena, the 
Me interpretation of Nature and the 
ible. 


Cosmogony.—The universe is a cell, a 
hollow globe, the physical body of which 
is the earth; the sun is at the center. We 
live on the inside of the cell; and the sun, 
moon, planets, and stars are all within the 
globe. The universe is eternal, a great 
battery, and perpetually renews itself 
through inherent functions, by virtue of 
which it involves and evolves itself. 


Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher’s Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life.

Reincarnation is the central law of life— 
the law of the resurrection; reincarnation 
and resurrection are identical.

Celibacy.—The saving of human life 
consists in the conservation and appropria- 
tion of life in humanity. To become im- 
mortal, one must cease to propagate life 
on the plane of mortality. The standard 
of Koreshan purity is the virgin life of 
Jesus the Messiah. The Central Order of 
the Koreshan Unity is Celibate and Com- 
munistic. Celibacy obtains in the cen- 
tral nucleus, never in the world at large.

man brain. It explains the phenomena 
of spiritism, mental healing, etc., and 
teaches the science of the relation of mind 
and matter. 


The Bible.—The Bible is the best 
written expression of the divine Mind; it 
is written in the language of universal 
symbolism, and must be scientifically in- 
terpreted, Koreshanity demonstrates the 
truth and scientific accuracy of the Scrip- 
tures, and proves its astronomy, alchemy, 
theology, ethnology, etc. There is no 
conflict between the Bible and genuine 
Science; the Bible and the natural uni- 
verse must agree in their expression of 
the divine Mind. 


Communism.—Koreshanity advocates, 
communism, not only of the goods of life 
but of life itself.

N THE WINTER OF 1870, I discovered the science 
of the universe, and coined the word to suit it— 
namely, Universology. The first time I ever saw the 


word was after I had coined it by compounding it of . 


Latin and Greek words, the first part being Latin, and 
the last part the Greek Jogos, word or discourse. I do 
not say that the word might not have been previously 
framed and employed. I do not know when Stephen 
Pearl Andrews first employed the term; but I do know 
that I was not conscious of any use of it until after my 
application of the word to my science. 

In the discovery of universal science (I might say in 
the revelation to me of what, up to that time, had been 
a mystery to the world at large,) I found the universe 
to be a composite whole, an integralism having been in 
perpetual existencein the past, and must bein perpetual 
existence in the future. I discovered the earth to be 
stationary, a macrocosmic and composite shell or rind 
circumferential to the atmospheres; and thesolar, lunar, 
and stellar manifestations within this common rind or 
composite and concave sphere. It gave me a feeling of 
fellowship with the Rev. Jasper who said, ‘‘The sun do 
move.” After thirty-five years, in which, for about 


twenty years the Koreshan literature has been circu- 


lated throughout the world, it is not strange that we 


should find the question of the mobility of the earth 
discussed, as noted in an issue of the American Review 
-of Reviews. 


Flammarion is quite incensed over the ignorance 
displayed by some “well-informed” French journals, 
which have been casting doubton the subject: ‘‘Speak- 


ing of tliese various newspaper articles discussing the 
fixity of the earth in La Revue, he says: ‘To conclude 
from these dissertations, these jeux d'esprit, that mod- 
ern astronomers doubt the movement of the earth, is 
to ignore the very fundamental framework of their 
geometrical discussions.' " 

Does not M. Camille Flammarion know that the en- 
tire system of modern astronomy is predicated upon 
the basis of an original and primary doubt? Is he not 
aware of the distressing fact that the first fundamental 
proposition of modern science rests upon hypotheses, 
and that the great Darwin has publicly declared that, 
“In scientific investigations it is permitted to invent 
any hypothesis, and if it explains various large and in- 
dependent classes of facts, it rises to the rank of a well- 
grounded theory"? Has not Flammarion ascertained 
the fact that modern astronomy has only riseu to a 
“well-grounded theory," founded upon a primary as- 


sumption or hypothesis? Is not Flammarion, with. 


every other *scientist," aware of this distressing di- 
lemma of the hypothetical astronomers of the present 
time? If not, he should commence early to learn his 
lesson. 

The universe is a fixity from more points of view 
than one. It is creation from God who dwells in it, 
aud derives his functional powers through his inherent 
relativity to the integralism of the universe of which he 
is a part—an intellectual part, individual and recur- 
rently personal. The formation of the universe is dis- 
covered to be cellular and therefore concave, not upon 
the basis of hypothesis, but upon the actual and posi- 
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tive demonstration by three systems of geometrical 
calculation, including optics and mechanics. 

When the *'scientifie" world, and the world gener- 
ally, discard the speculative and hypothetical methods 
of arriving at conclusions, and begin to reason from 
demonstrated, rather than from hypothetical premises, 
they will begin to awake to some startling facts, and to 
realize the astounding absurdity of any and all conclu- 
sions predicated upon the guesses of men ignorant of 
the first principles of the origin of life and the destiny 
of the human mind. 

The most advanced thinkers of the times are seek- 
ing the origin of life. This is ignorance seeking light 
but finding none, because the keys of knowledge have 
been taken from the world by the doctors of the world, 
under the influence of scholastic and classic cult. No 
wonder that the question is being agitated in the scho- 
lastic circles! The subject cannot be hammered for 
thirty-five years from such institutions as the Koreshan 
University and the Guiding Star Publishing House 
without awakening interest and discussion.

THE LAWS OF ORGANIC CONSTRUCTION. 
The Creation of Man and Cosmos; the Law of Gravity Shown to be 
the First Law of Form.

HE DESCRIPTION of creation given in the first 
chapter of Genesis was never intended primarily 
as a presentment of the physical cosmogony, but as the 
creation of the man himself, which in his most external 
manifestation, is in the physical form. Thus in this 
outward degree the heavens comprise the various re- 
gions of the mind, while the body constitutes the earth. 
This, however, applies only to the integral man, and 
not to the so called humanity who have not attained, 
through the restoration, to the image and likeness of 
the Gods. While the genesis of man is described in the 
first chapter of the Hebrew Book, it is also true that the 
perfectly structured and integral man is the archetype 
and microcosm of the physical universe; and when the 
comprehension of the one is reached, then also is that 
of the other. 

The physical sun is the center of the physical uni- 
verse, and the earth is its crust, shell, pediment, or rind. 
As the sun is composed of light and heat as its primary 
substances, so the mind correspondingly is composed 
of the affectional, love, or desire substance, and its 
accompanying wisdom and intellection. These two 
principles and substances are the primal substances of 
being; the one is the heat, the other is the light of the 
mind ; and these two forces extend and exert their influ- 
ences in the body to effect and perpetuate its substance 
and form, with all the accompanying phenomena. 

The activities of the mind, so far as they relate to 


the organic structure of the body, proceed from the 
conjunction and unity of the two primary forces and 
substances of mind. These activities eventuate in the 
formate solidarity of the organic natural structure, 
through the formation of another substantial force; 
namely, the force of gravity. Weight force, or as it 
may be technically called, gravie force, is the first pro- 
duet of the union of light and heat, and is the first law 
of form. 

As one of the fundamental principles of knowledge, 
we here reiterate that the law of gravity is the first law 
of formation or creation, and is the product of the 
union of light and heat; and that body is the product 
of love and wisdom, the two corresponding substances 
of mind. 
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IS ALCHEMY DEAD? 


The Law of Transmutation and the Origin of Life; the Gross Material- 
~ ism of Modern Scientists; the Revival of Alchemy. 


44 HE MEDIEVALQUEEN ofthesciences (theology) 

is today as dead as alehemy." "This statement 
was recently made by Goldwin Smith in the New York 
Sun. Canit pass unchallenged? Not while there is at 
hand such a statement as that shown in the Outlook 
for February 25, of the current year. The professor of 
chemistry in Washington and Jefferson Colleges writes 
in this number on “Modern Alchemy,’ closing his article 
with the significant words: ‘‘The chemist has become 
the alchemist." 

The transmutation of matter, in the opinion of 
Professor Duncan, has its place among observed phe- 
nomena and is going on spontaneously without any 
intervention. Nature herself has revealed it to those 
who are discriminating enough to see an example of 
this wonderful process in the changes observed to be 
taking place in certain metals. Some have not this 
discrimination, but so long as the subject of alchemy 
is put forward so prominently in a periodical so well 
known as the Outlook, it is surely incorrect to say that 
“alchemy is dead." 

Goldwin Smith has not discussed the subject of 
Alchemy himself, but he has confined his communica- 
tion to the origin of lite. 'This subject bears directly 
upon the related one of alchemy. “Life,” says KORESH, 
“is theImmortal Man." The law of alchemical dissolu- 
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tion applied to the atoms of the material body, pro- 
duced the Elixir of Life nineteen hundred years ago. 
Those who received the substance of the Lord's body, 
reduced to his essence, received the germs of a higher 
life than that. perpetuated on the common plane. 

The science of alchemy was discovered as a fact in 
the face of the false teachings of modern chemistry, by 
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the Founder of Koreshanity in 1870, and it has been 
maintained as a fact without cessation in the interval 
since that date. Alchemy is not dead, but is rehabili- 
tated and placed on its own feet. The gross material- 
ism which denies the. spiritual side of things, has per- 
sisted in putting forward the indestructible atom until 
refuted at last by the testimony of the senses. 


In regard to the origin of life, Goldwin Smith says: ; 


‘We challenge the assumption that physical develop- 
ment out of a germ-plasm is the beginning and end of 
all.” He is not satisfied with the drift of modern mate- 
rialistic science which is not science. He sees that 
something more is needed to complete the chain of 
evidence, but he does not suspect that it is found in 
alchemy, the science which he calls ‘dead. - 

The origin of life on the mortal plane in its proxi- 
mate aspect, is in the transmutation of spirits to mate- 
rialized human forms, through Nature's processes. 
The child who looks with wide blue eyes upon the world, 
is not the mere result of a protoplasmic germ, but has 
passed through the same metamorphic impetus which 
transforms the human frame to dust, and transmutes 
the thoughts of the mind to living tissue. The spirits 
of the departed are materialized again and become the 
germs of reproduction. It is impossible to understand 
the origin of life without a knowledge of the alchemical 
law everywhere operative in the universe. 

No man can become immortal without passing 
through a complete physical transformation by which 
his body is reduced to spirit. Such a law has been re- 
vealed, and the science of the revelation is in the hands 
of those who choose to apply it to themselves. The 
application of thelawis not independent of the Revealer, 
who stands in a central attitude toward the race. The 
subject as handled by Mr. Smith shows only the direst 
ignorance of the laws of life.

The Uses of French. 


HE SUPERFICIAL acquirement of the French 
language is not at all useful, nor does it conduce 

to culture. A mere smattering of a language gives no 
pleasure either to the possessor or to his friends. The 
misuse of terms accruing from a superficial study does 
not redound to the credit of the instructor, who is 
blamed for the lack of proficiency in his pupil. Thepro- 
per conception of the French language shows that it is 
not inferior to any other as a linguistic attainment when 
it becomes such a part of the mental furniture as to be 
always at command. It is not necessary to pore over 


French books from morning till night, but to set apart 


a certain portion of each day for the acquirement of 
this accomplishment, is indispensable to the beginner. 

The uses of life are served by a thorough compre- 
hension of this language. Those who acquire French 
are able to converse with fluency when they find them- 
selves in a foreign country, for French is in every sense 
an international language. It is useful in diplomacy 
and in foreign affairs, and in many avenues of trade. 
The ability to read French is indispensable to the scien- 


tist who has found that his. own subjects have been : 
copiously treated in clear style by French authors and 
specialists. | 

The ability to discuss every-day topics in the 
French language is an acquirement very rarely seen in 
Ameriea among those who have studied French. It is, 
however, not impossible when the knowledge gained is 
supplemented by a good newspaper. The construction 
of aletter correctly written and spelled in the French 
language, does not require a great amount of study as 
many suppose; but in order to do it there must be a 
thorough knowledge of grammatical rules. It is, in- 
deed, an excellent test of the student's culture and 
familiarity with the language. 

The whole subject has been treated by many au- 
thors and French teachers, but no one has ever placed 
a single obstacle in the way of giving lessons by the 
natural method, because it is obvious that it is the 
only rationalone. French is not a dead tongue. No 
mortuary epistles are needed, for although race suicide 
is sometimes deplored in that country where prizes are 
given to increase the population, no one has been called 
to weep at the bier of the French language or say 
masses over a defunct nation. 

Thelong cireumlocutions which are foundin English 
do not appear in French. It goes straight to themark, 
and is clear and sharp. 

“Ts a bullet light, 

That dashes from the gun-mouth, while the eye 

Winks and the heart beats one, to flatten itself 

To a wafer on the white speck on a wall 

A. hundred paces off? Even so direct, 

So sternly undivertible of aim, 

Is this French people." 

Thus Mrs. Browning wrote, and as every one knows, 
a language reflects the character of its progenitors. 

Why is the Japanese language so urbane, so free 
from harshexpletives? Because, as the Japanese them- 
selves tell us, it emanated from a woman. This is why 
the natives are obliged to swear, if they desire such an 
infringement on the national dignity, in a foreign 
tongue. The language mirrors the people. 

The study of French is useful not merely as a lin- 
guistic acquirement, but as a means of permanent cul- 
ture. It broadens the mind to be brought into contact 
with the literature of another nationaltype. It hasalso 
a reflex action upon conduct, for those who study other 
races through their word-forms learn more benevolence 
of feeling and come closer to a universal sentiment that 
touches all men with the same charity. It enlightens 
the judgment to learn how a different race has dealt 
with some of the problems in jurisprudence and ethics. 

The French nation as a rule has been noted for its 
aptitude for science, and it would seem to be peculiarly 
fitted by its development and training to grapple with 
some of the latest issues brought to the front by the 
discovery of the Cellular Cosmogony.

sia—are not these questions of as great import for the 
Czar as the conclusion of the war? 

What are the true principles of sociology? What 
but those so freely exposed in these pages? Constitu- 
tional liberty, private ownership of land abolished, a 
public treasury, public amusements and a common edu- 
cational fund, municipal ownership of public utilities, 
and the principle of love to the neighbor exemplified in 
business dealings—these are some of the remedies for 
the ills of a moribund civilization.

In such living sacrifices God can work 
to will and to do his good pleasure. It is a part of 
God's pleasure that every finished man shall ultimately 
know all things and have the wisdom of all experiences, 
and be part and parcel of every phase of his universal 
being, until at last heis rounded out and made com- 
plete in his own image and likeness as the fulness of the 
Godhead bodily.

THE COMING OF THE MESSIAH.—PART 2. 


A Critical Examination of the Subject of Messianic Manifestation for 
the Present Period of the World's Progress.

HE BIBLE TIMES for that great event are full, 
and the present time is ripe. What are the signs 
ofits fulfilment? Jesus had made a general statement 
respecting it to his Disciples; but desiring something 
more explicit, they asked him: “When shall these things 
be? and what shall be the sign of thy coming, and of 
the end of the world [the consummation of the age]?" 
After giving them a forecast of many events which 
should precede it, he finally said: “For as the light- 
ning cometh out of the east, and shineth even unto the 
west ; so shall also the coming of the Son of man be.” 

The Lord began to give light first through Sweden- 
borg to the spiritual world, more than one hundred and 
fifty years ago, which light of truth brought on judg- 
ment in the spiritual world, clearing that realm of the 
falses which had been accumulating there through the 
dark ages, and obstructing the descent of truth from 
God to man in the earth. Every truth of the early 
church had become falsified, and the lives of those who 
taught and lived those falses had become intolerable, 
and universal ruin impended. At the dissipation of the 
dense clouds of falsity in the spiritual world in 1757, 
the first dawn of the light of the new day began to 
descend to earth, and to take effect in the minds of 
those prepared to receive it. Very gradually the pre- 
vailing falses in pulpit and press loosened their hold 
during more than a century. 

The time had arrived when some were hungering 
and thirsting for righteousness in all departments of 
life, and stretched out their hands unto God for those 
spiritual and scientific truths which must lead the way 
to integrity of life. The time had come for the fulfil- 
ment of the Lord's promise: ‘Then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of man in heaven: and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn, and they shall see the Son of 
man coming in the clouds of heaven with power and 
great glory." Now, when there is such a felt want of 
God, he must come; and so he has come, so far as the 
sending of the Sign. But who and where is the man, 
who is the accredited Sign, who shall prepare the way 
for the coming of the Lord in his Sons? 

Elijah in John the Baptist was sent to prepare the 
way for the coming of Jesus. Let us trace the lineage 
of the Messiah of that age. He is declared to be of the 
tribe of Judah: “Judah is a lion's whelp; * * The sceptre 
shall not depart from Judah, nora lawgiver from be- 
tween his feet, until Shiloh come: and unto him shall 
the gathering of the people be.” (Gen. xlix: 9, 10.) 
Historically Jesus descended from the tribe of Judah; 
this needs no proof. In the Apocalypse Jesus is called 
«the Lion of the tribeof Judah." Such was the Messiah 
of nineteen hundred years ago. But another is referred 
to, and the posterity of Joseph must constitute the line 
through which he comes. ‘Joseph is a fruitful bough, 
even a fruitful bough by a well, whose branches run 
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over the wall: The archers have sorely grieved him, 
and shot at him, and hated him: But his bow abode 
in strength, and the arms of his hands were madestrong 
by the hands of the mighty God of Jacob: (from thence 
is the Shepherd, the Stone of Israel.)" 

Whenever the Lord comes in any age, by means of 
any man, he is the Shepherd, the care-taker of the flock ; 
he is also the Stone, the true foundation, the teacher of 
basic truths. It has been shown that the credentials of 
Jesus were genuine. He fulfilled all the prophecies con- 

“cerning him. Ifa man comes claiming to be the Mes- 
siah, the truth-bearer, of this age, we may properly 
demand his credentials. “By what authority dost thou 
these things?" Jesus answered, “If I do not the works 
of my Father, believe me not. But if I do, though ye 
believe not me, believe the works." Nicodemus con- 
fessed that, “No man can do these miracles that thou 
doest, except God be with him.” Jesus proved his 
claims. He stamped himself upon the age at first, and 
it still bears his name and impress. It is impossible to 
turn back the tide and date “A. M." instead of “A. D." 
His light shineth more and more unto the perfect day, 
when a new date will be established. 

Today there stands a man upon the earth who 
claims to be the Anointed one, the Messiah of this age. 
Can we receive him? Not unless his credentials are 
absolutely unimpeachable. We cannot afford to be 
deceived in a matter so important. Since the Lord has 
promised to come again, he will come at some time, in 
some place, and as a man. If we desire his coming we 
should be in expectancy of the great event, and be care- 
ful not to shut the door in his face when he comes and 
stands knocking. How shall we be able to recognize 
his knock, if once we deny and refuse a sincere and 
adequate investigation ? 

Some said of Jesus: “Away with this man. * * We 
will not have this man reign over us." Some may can- 
didly ask, Was not Swedenborg final? Did he not 
speak the last word in the opening of the spiritual 
sense of the Bible? Did not that constitute the coming 
of the Lord?" To the spiritual world, yes. “Did he 
not witness the last general judgment?" In the spiri- 
tual world, yes. But to what end was all this? To 
prepare the way for a judgment in this world of ulti- 
mates, for “all power is in ultimates." The work began 
in the spiritual world, and in the presence of the great 
Seer must be brought to ultimates in earth'or all is 
useless. Truth alone judges; and a general judgment 
is absolutely indispensable in this world, or universal 
man would perish from the earth, and the foundations 
of the heavens be removed, and all cease to be. If the 
foundations be destroyed, what can the righteous do? 

The falses of the world of spirits were exposed and 
condemned by the restoration of spiritual truth to the 
inhabitants there, and thus caused to pass away ; since 
which genuine truths descend to the inhabitants here; 
and they have been offered to the people more fully and 
rapidly since 1870, when the present Messiah was di- 
vinely illuminated and furnished with all religious and 
scientific truths, including the genuine exposition of the 
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literal sense of the word, in which sense the “Word is in 
its fulness, holiness, and power.” 

Now will be exposed, condemned, and removed, the 
falses and evils prevailing here and recklessly plunging 
the world into ruin. So long as men are deluged in 
falses, religious and scientific, as they were and as the 
great majority still are, they are unable to discern the 
literal sense of the Word, so indispensable. Sweden- 
borg, performing a Messianic mission to the spiritual 
world, was a man raised up among the people, pre- 
pared through many generations to perform his ap- 
pointed work. This done, he could be intromitted into 
the spiritual world and become divinely illuminated in 
the spiritual degree of his mind, and thus be enabled to 
rationally see and publish the spiritual degree of the 
Word in the spiritual world and here. 

It is equally necessary that the man who is chosen 
to be the Messiah of this age to this the natural world, 
should have been prepared through many generations 
to be divinely illuminated, so as to discern all science, 
natural and spiritual, religious and secular, in God's 
book of Nature and Revelation, and publish the same 
in a rational manner to the world. Bringing these 
truths to the minds of men will effect a judgment here, 
and inaugurate a new age. Is the present claimant to 
the Messiahship fully answerable to these require- 
ments? 

In Genesis xlix:22-24, he is declared to be the Shep- 
herd, the Stone of Israel. Now, the Shepherd of Israel, 
according to Isa. xliv:28 and xlv:1, is Cyrus (Hebrew, 
KonEsH). “Iam the Lord * * that saith of Cyrus, He 
is my Shepherd, and shall perform all my pleasure: 
even saying to Jerusalem, Thou shalt be built; and to 
the temple, Thy foundation shall be laid.” ‘Thus saith 
the Lord to his anointed, to Cyrus, whose right hand 
I have holden, to subdue nations before him," Cyrus, 
then, is the name of the Shepherd, the Lord’s Anointed. 
Cyrus is the name of the present claimant. What is 
and must be the name of his natural father? It must 
be Jesse; and so we find it. (Isa. xi:10.) ‘And in that 
day there shall be a root of Jesse, which shall stand for 
an ensign of the people; toit shall the Gentiles seek: and 
his rest shall be glorious. And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the Lord shall set his hand again the 
second time to recover the remnant of his people. * * 
Aud he shall set up an ensign for the nations, and shall 
assemble the outcasts of Israel, and gather together 
the dispersed of Judah from the four corners of the 
earth." 

Is it a mere coincidence that Cvnvs should be this 
claimant’s name, and his father's name Jesse, thus an- 
swering fully to the prophecies respecting him? Every 
man's life is aecording to some purpose, and accidents 
do not happen. Koresu fulfills the prophecy of Amos 


-vii:8: “And the Lord said unto me, Amos, what seest 


thou? And I said, A plumb-line. -Then said the Lord, 
Behold,I will set à plumb-line in the midst of my people 
Israel: I will not again pass by them any more." Here 


is a promise that all falses shall be corrected, and all 
evils rejected. 

The teachings of Koresu are fully adapted to that 
end in all department of thought and activity, and 
much has already been accomplished. His illumina- 
tion in 1870 covered the entire field of science, natural 
aud spiritual, so profoundly interesting to man; but to 
him was revealed his own personal quality, and the 
momentous work assigned to him as Messiah. He at 
once announced many facts which would be confirmed, 
and fallacies which would be exploded later; and all this 
is being done daily by discovery and experiment. 
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The Twelfth Great Gathering. 
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During the cycle of Mazzaroth and at the end of 
each division of the grand cycle, there is effected a 
reunity of God and man—God and man sup together.

and adaptation of the benefits accruing from the inven- 
tion of labor-saving machines and devices to the relief 
of the performer of uses, and in general a righteous 
administration of all the concerns of the Koreshan 
Commonwealth. To such an end we are devoting our 
lives. Our industrial system exists not in theory 
merely, but in actual application. It is yet in its infan- 
cy, but it stands upon its feet in the heart of western 
activity, in the very midst of the turmoil of competism, 
and stemming the tide of active opposition and the in- 
tolerant persecutions of modern Christianity and *'eivil- 
ized" paganism. ;

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44 YSTERIOUS RADIUM” is said to have given the 

Scientific world a wonderful impulse in lines of in- 
vestigation and research. It was no sooner discovered than 
the scientists began to speculate concerning its charecter 
and uses, and to endeavor to explain the problems which it 
suggests. It is surely not thought by any one that mental 
substance is imparted by radium. Radium itself has given 
no impulse to the scientists. Thoughts come from spheres 
of mentality, not from inorganic substances. "There must 
be a primary source of all the mental agitation and discus- 
sion concerning radio-active substances. In the course of 
these lines we shall inquire as to the character of that 
source— what it is that gives impulse in lines of investiga- 
tion as to the character and origin of life. It is not neces- 
sary to believe all one sees in the display lines and columns 
of newspapers and magazines. It is quite impossible to do 
so, since there are many conflicting things published in 
modern times. But now and then the ‘‘discovery of the ori- 
gin of life" is announced with apparent seriousness on the 
part of the daily press—and perhaps by the men concerning 
whom the reporters write. ‘‘The Origin of Life is Discov- 
ered by a British College Chemist," captions an article in a 
daily paper. The results of experiments with radium are 
given; but it does not appear that the origin of life is dis- 
covered at all. What the scientists lack, however, in lines 
of actual discovery, the newspapers make up in startling 
announcements; and the public is led to believe many things 
that are mere creations of the imagination, sensational capi- 
tal that stocks the mental machines of newspapers, and 
quite seriously afflicts modern chemists, physicists, and as- 
tronomers. The experiments referred to were made in the 
Cavendish laboratory, Cambridge, by Professor J. Butler 
Burke. He has placed radium with bouillon in test tubes. 
Pointing to their contents, he said, "Possibly they area 
primitive form of life. At present what has been done has 
suggested vitality." But he seems to expect to see actual 
life produced himself, believing that it may require thou- 
sands of years to produce life. He proposes, however, to 
leave what is termed a *'remarkable legacy” to the world. 
He is to prepare some tubes of Zowz//oz and earth, and place 
them in the British Museum to be opened at intervals of 
hundreds or thousands of years; and he says of them: ''If 
the problem has not been solved before then—they may be 
useful." And then the reporter adds: ‘“Truly a remarkable 
legacy, which only the scientific mind which thinks in 
@ons, could contemplate." Remarkable legacy, indeed! 
Such ‘‘remarkable legacies" of modern scientific ignorance 
will soon be cast out as utter foolishness, unworthy of the 
name of science! But radium is in itself a wonderful sub- 
stance; all substances are wonderful, when we contemplate 
their character and possibilities. And radium is peculiar, in 
that it is a composite substance, highly developed, radio- 
active, and in a measure self-constructive by means of its 
own vortex of materialization and combustion. All the 
discussion and speculation in the modern scientific world 
concerning radium is sefexive—not from radium itself, 
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which can impart no mental substance. The reflexed men- 
tality is from the primary source and center of the progres- 
sive mentality of the modern world, in which mental radium 
is directly related to the laws and cause of life itself. Ra- 
dium is a solar substance, and typifies a radio-active men- 
tality, from which are derived all the impulses in lines of 
modernresearch. Can it bethat that central mentality is resi- 


dent and active in a man, a personality tangible to the ex- 


ternal and rational senses? From what else than a vi/al form 
could vital thought proceed? The actual discovery of the 
laws and principles of the origin of all life—or the man 
making the actual discovery, is the source of all im- 
pulses to inquiry and investigation and experimentation as 
to the origin of life, on the part of modern scientists. Mr. 
Burke has said: ‘‘But if the origin of life is to be solved, 
it will be by a physicist, for the physiologist seems to have 
given up the task as hopeless.” But the physicist is at sea 
himself as the nature and character of matter, and he knows 
nothing concerning 5577// which is certainly essential to 
life. He alone discovers the laws and principles of life 
who comprehends the laws of transmutation. The Dis- 
coverer of the origin of life is an Alchemist.

The crime of getting rich is becoming more and more 
apparent to the common people. ‘The mad rush for wealth 
is known to be the cause of the world’s troubles on eco- 
nomic lines; and the spirit of greed is the great destroyer of 
morality and refinement; it is the curse of civilization.

The spirit of heroism 
is too much absorbed in the object of its desire to pursue 
the methods of the wealthy or the methods of obtaining 
wealth; and true educators have no disposition to accumulate 
fortunes. ‘‘The roll of American worthies numbers men 
like Washington and Lincoln, Grant and Farragut, Haw- 
thorne and Poe, St. Gaudens and MacMonnies; it numbers 
statesmen and soldiers, men of letters, artists, sculptors, men 
of science, inventors, explorers, roadmakers, * * moral 
leaders in great reforms; it numbers men who have deserved 
well in any one of the countless fields of activity; but of rich 
men it numbers only those who have used their riches 
aright, who has treated wealth not as an end, but as a 
means, who have shown good conduct in acquiring it and 
not merely lavish generosity in disposing of it." The Presi- 
dent does not look with favor upon the tendency of the 
modern mind to become absorbed in material wealth; but 
the wealthy themselves will not see the point until they are 
engulfed in tke seething vortex of rcvolutien. The tend- 
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ency of the world is toward the whirlpool of conflict. It 
will require an unprecedented time of trouble to teach the 
world at large the great fact that coöperation, not compe- 
tism; that love of the neighbor, not love of money, is the 
great ideal of economic relations and social fellowship and 
progress. "The perils of wealth are so great, the temptations 
of millions so numerous, that he is a hero who can withstand 
the evil effects of the possession of the immense power which 
enormous wealth bestows. Let there be an end to the crime 
of getting rich on the part of the few, that the many may 
enjoy the comforts and even the luxuries of life.

American art collectors have recently been seriously 
warned by a writer in position to know the facts, against 
fraud practiced in Parisian sale-rooms. The writer main- 
tains that there is a shady side of the Parisian picture trade, 
and that fraudulent practices in picture-selling have never 
been so barefaced as during the last few years. Master- 
pieces are copied by experts, and the copies bear new names. 
“All the canvases by pupils of Corot, Diaz, and the others— 
men who had worked more or less in the style of the mas- 
ters—which could be found, were collected and resigned. 
How is itthat nowadays so few pictures by Villers and 
Mazon can be found. The many works which those ex- 
cellent painters produced have not been destroyed. No; 
they have not been thrown away as worthless because of 
the greater renown of Millet and Corot; they are hanging 
at this very moment in the galleries of great collectors, but 
baptized with other names than those of the men who 
painted them.’’ It is said- that clever copies are made of 
the works of Corot, Daubigny, Diaz, Theodore Rousseau, 
aud others, and sold as originals to American art collectors. 
The category of fraudulent schemes resorted to, is a long one. 
Here is the false commercialism of modern times in art, 
just as it is in everything else of the present old and evil 
world. What a havoc the love of money plays in all depart- 
ments of activity! If love of service of the ae in 
obedience to the laws of equity and of life prevailed, would 
there be boodling in politics, graft in government, fraud in 
trade, adulteration of food products, piracy in literature and 
art? It appears that the people of Christian nations are at 
a low ebb in human ethics, principled in evil.

But the Rev. Dr. Wylie fears he may 
be considered sensational; yet he points to the fact that the 
President of the United States has instituted measures 
whereby he may deal with the grasping, greedy corpora- 
tions; and that he has done so is evidence that great wrongs, 
great frauds, even schemes of frenzied finance, prevail in 
high places.

The Genealogy of Jesus the Christ. 


"I will admit that there is no way to 
disprove the truth of the Koreshan method 
of harmonizing the genealogies of Jesus 
given by Matthew and Luke; but I find 
a flaw in Matthew’s genealogy.

Besides, Mat- 
thew’s genealogy does not agree with his 
statement that there were fourteen genera- 
tions from Abraham to David, the same 
from David to the ‘carrying away,’ and 
the same from the ‘carrying away’ to 
Jesus.’’ 

The Gospel according to Matthew 
begins with the words: ‘“The book of 
the generation of Jesus Christ, the son 
of David, the son of Abraham." 
Now, Matthew did not mean to con- 
vey the idea that the book of Matthew 
was the book of the generation of Jesus 
Christ; nor that the first chapter of 
his Gospel was such a book. But that 
the book of the generation of the Lord 
Christ was the “ine of human beings 
extending from Abraham to Jesus. 
That was the book; it was the book of 
Ais life as it came down to him. It is 
positively certain that if the book was 
the //viug book, and not the one com- 
posed of.parchment written by Mat- 
thew; if there was a genuine line of 
life extending from Abraham to Jesus, 
there could not possibly be any missing- 
link in it. The real thing concerning 
which the real truth is desirable, is 
that book of the generation of the 
life of Jesus, with the living words of 
which it was composed, written 
through the processes of generation. 


Luke does not give a corresponding 
line from David to Jesus; Luke gives 
a line of spiritual generation, through 
a line of spiritual fathers and sons in 
Israel. I Chron. iii. does not claim to 
folow the same line; it is the same 
from David to Josiah, to be sure; and* 
the difficulty is increased in the mind 
of the average Bible student, by the 
fact that the names in the book of 
Chronicles are Hebrew, while in Mat-

thew they are from the Greek. It is 
possible that Jewish history is wrong; 
but it isa fact that according to the 
Bodleian manuscript of Matthew, Je- 
hoiakim should stand between Josias 
and Jechonias. "This would seem nec- 
essary to fill out the ‘‘fourteen genera- 
tions" from David to the captivity. 

'The Koreshan position regarding the 
critical study of the Bible zexź is this: 
It is remarkable that coming down 
through the centuries, the Bible should 
be as complete and its text as pure as 
itis. There are flaws in the old manu- 
scripts, and errors of translation. 'l'he 
proper method of study is o¢ to take 
the words and jots and tittles and 
subject them to microscopic examina- 
tion in order to determine the-truth or 
falsity of the Record. The matter 
cannot be settled in accordance with 
the methods of the “higher critics.” 
The inspiration is not of words, but of 
thoughts, which the words may more or 
less perfectly express. 

The truth of the Gospel according 
to Matthew is not invalidated because 
there are flawsin his record. A super- 
critical observer scrutinizes a photo- 
graph of a plant which has been 
changed and improved through methods 
of advanced culture. The critic finds 
a flaw in the photograph, due $o some 
defect in the processes of photography; 
and the critic at once declares that it 
cannot be the photograph of a real 
plant, because there is a faw in it. 


An inspirational artist sees a wonder- 
ful picture in his mind; he makes a 
sketch of it; and it cofiveys in a general 
way his impressions. The sketch is 
handed down to posterity—for the 
criticism of the critics, and the admira- 
tion of admirers. To those whose 
minds are carried from the picture to 
the things seen, it is wonderful. To 
those whose minds are intent on en- 
deavoring to determine whether or not 
the man saw what he claimed to sketch, 
there will appear defects sufficient to 
lead them to seriously doubt its genu- 
ineness. 


St. John the Revelator recorded 
what he saw in the celestial degree; he 
employed a phase of word-painting, 


picturing in symbols what he saw on

the interior. 'The great benefit of the 
study of the Book of Revelation is not 
in admiring its literary quality or char- 
acter, not in fitting out numerical rela- 
tions of the words—which may be 
withal interesting; but in comprehend- 
ing what St. John saw—of seeing be- 
yond the Record of the pictures and 
symbols, the great and, grand things 


which were presented to his mental 


and spiritual vision. 

Defects in the writings lol the book 
of Revelation may be found. The 
critic may be able to fancy it full of 
errors, idioms, and meaningless expres- 
sions. Yet, the great picture, the 
magnificent panorama, has been un- 
rolled in the events of the dispensation 
and its culmination, in the progress of 
the divine life, the development and 
descent of the New Jerusalem. Look 
above and beyond apparent flaws in 
the Biblical text. Learn great central 
principles underlying the Book; learn 
the science of the things expressed— 
and then all doubt as to the genuine- 
ness of the Record will be dispelled, 
and the mind will no longer follow the 
methods of ‘‘higher criticism." 

The Declaration of Independence to- 
day is a fading document; the materials 
upon which it was written are decay- 
ing; age has laid its hand upon it.

mate triumph of reason as manifest in 
the Koreshan Universology—vindicates 
the old through the manifest newness 
of the intellectual fruit of the ages.
